<'leotors to <-onsider that fiict. This is 
Hot a question of eiilarfiin;: the educa- 
tional eurricukini, which is a matter 
on n-hidli there may he reasonable dif- 
ferences of opinion. Nor is it one that 
,conld be answered by lowerinj,' ,tlio a;;o 
at which i)upils must leave the schools, 
becauiie the City Superintendent of Edu- 
catiou 1mi8 fiiveu figures to show that 
the mim'bcr of pupils over the nf:e at 
which some porsoms consider a li'iy or 
■;,'irl should not be allowed to ;i'tend 
■the 'linblie schools, i^^ insi^-niiicaiit in 
proportion to the whole nnniljcr of pu- 
pils in the schools. As we have said, 
the Board's doniaiid was bascil on none 
of these thin^rs, but was solely on ac- 
count of it« desire to obey the law aii<I 
provid-e flccomTOOtlation for the cfliildron 
■wlio are entitled to enter our schools.' 

.In <lis.cussi]i,ir this matter it is almost 
hnpossible to iLinore the fact that there 
are soaio peo)do who ai)[)ear to bo ini- 
Iwed wifh t\ii> idea that tlie School 
Board's actions must necessarily b(^ 
aiita:_'"ni.-lic to llic interests of the body 
"f taxiiaycrs. Siicli pcr.-nns would deny 
.-neh (dlal■^'(! if made lo them, but 
all the same it is impossible to avoid 
noticing; that sufJli a sentiinont does pre- 
T.ail. A. similar vi<'w dies not «'\i-it in 
i'c;.'ai'd I.. tJi- a!dc)-incii. Tlie City (J'mn- 
eil seems to be able to appropriate 
Jiioney for all sorts of purposes with 
jnxpnnit.v. Yet tlie iiiombers of the 
(City Council and of the Scl.o.d Boanl 
.■lie nciMlly (Iniwii finm the >:iinv (dass 
ill the coinnuinity (sometimes a jiersoii 
Avill bo found on both bonrdis); tliej- arc 
selected liy flio same electors. It is 
didlcnlt, tlierLfore, to nndeistjind the 
re;ison iif till' hostility wliicli is noticed 
whenever any proposal is luiide by the 
School Board, as though the latter wuk 
not tlie representative of tlhc electoia 
and choficn ;hy them to maiiniri; the 
KChdols. Whether the peciilinr i-clation

which the discharge of the piu'ilicd ef- 
Iliieiit had over the discliaVjiO of ordi- 
Jiary sowa;,'o matter in regard to .sur- 
nmudint' prcinisis, i\ud the f'H'l that 
additional tanks cotild he eslahlished in 
various locaiilies as the poanilation in- 
creased, it was determined to itivo the 
■system a trial befori> making a lar.ce 
expenditure in the luiildinur of an ex- 
tensive system of sewers to carry the 
sewaite out to tiilewatcr. Tlie rc-uU has 
been eminently successful ipotli as re- 
gards tlio olllciency of the system and 
the cost of conetraction and mainte- 
nance of the tanks, five separate tank 
systems have been in operation in Vi'.n- 
coiiver and anoliier oik- is iiev, in 
cour.so of couftructioii. in one locality 
two tanks cost ^,000; in a second, 
l?;l.O0O, and in a third. $2,700. the dif- 
ference in the cost beini; caused by the 
s::-.c of the tanks and the ch.iracler of 
the site in which they were located. 
The tanks will suillce for populations 
vnrvin? from il.OOO to fl.tXK) people. The ^ 

cost Of the tanks ,;ier head of the po,m- 1 j.ij;;' ai^^ h;;s'-'olK PeA. ' 
lalioii sewered liy them as .-.mriKi rcil 
with tiial of ordinary x -.vi rs, is L'l'eally 
in favor of the tanks. The cost of re- 
pairs and niainlenanee is merely nonii- 
ua!. Some of the tanks in \'anio;iver 
iiaN'o been in operation (or aloui; lour 
and one half years, without reqiiiiiii^: 
to be cleaned out or necessitating any 
expeuditnre for repairs. The outlets of 
these tanks were in Coal Jlarbor. in 
Kalso Creek anil at h^iri-'lish Bay, and 
from none of tliom was any miisaiiee 
complained of. It has not been found 
necessary to construct -lilter beds for 
ti.e purification of the sewiiL-e matter 
after it left tlie tanks and before it was 
discharged, the ofllueiit being without 
odor and shown 'by ualysis to .be with 
out anything detrimental to the public 
health, In all these resj)ects the sya 
tem has surpassed all that was e.\pe:'t- 
cd of it. 

From the committee's report of the re- 
sults secured at Vancouver, it would 
si'em that the septic tank ^ysteni is 
admirably ndapled to meet the sewer- 
age reiiuireinents of Victoria, in Van- 
couver there is no .diOiculty in nmintain- 
ing a gravitation sewerasro s.vstom. In 
'Victoria the gravitation system cannot 
be aliplied to cei'lain pi;ris of the city. 
It would, in these hiealities, be iiecos- 
sary, therefore, to pump the sewage 
matter. That would involve considerable 
capital outlay anil ii not inconsiderable 
annual vxiieiiditiire for the ojicrati.m 
and mainlenanco ot the sy.stem, in aiidi- 
tion to the first outlay on the sewers. 
It would, therefore, seem to be advis- 
able to iiilopt the seiitic tank ;,ystein. 
'W'hen the plans are iirepared and the 
localion of the tanks decide<l on, it 
might bo well, if there are any objec- 
tions raised to the adojition of the sys- 
tem, 10 instill one tank and observe it.s 
operation. Should it be a rciietition of 
llm results obtained in \";incouver, there 
would be no hesitation in adopting the 
•sisstcm in all parts of liic city where the 
conditions are suitable.
